W hile it is true of labor, 
as of every commodity in the market, 
that to a certain ex tent the price

ply and demand, it is still equally true 
that intellig ence, 
ex cellence, 
skill, 
fidelity to an employ er's interest, 
and 
other traits of character that are wov­ 
en into labor, are alway s at a premium 
in an uncontrolled market, but are e n ­ 
tirely ig nored in the operations of the 
trades union, which makes of Its m em ­ 
bers mere machines. 
T he methods employ ed by the 
hug e 
labor trusts are those 
which 
when 
used along other lines we recog nize as 
being reprehensible. 
It is simply that 
of the boy cott. 
If a man skilled in hia 
handicraft, and a most valuable m em ­ 
ber of his fraternity , offers hie services 
for a fair consideration, before he can 
be employ ed he must ex hibit the e vi­ 
dence that he 
has surrendered 
h im ­ 
self to the control of men 
a thousiud 
miles away , men whom he has never 
seen and who care 
nothing 
for him, 
but who have the 
power to fix 
the 
price of his work 
and 
the hours he 
shall labor. 
If an employ er, 
recog ­ 
nizing his independance, as well as his 
ex cellent workmanship, g ives him em ­ 
ploy ment, notwithstanding tbe 
condi­ 
tion of his fellow workmen is in no way 
effected thereby , that employ er is im ­ 
mediately boy cotted by all^ the union 
workmen in his employ , even thoug h 
not one of them may wish to leave his 
employ ment. 
W e 
have 
seen 
mon 
leave their work with tears in their 
ey es and curses in their hearts ag ainst 
the manag ers of 
a 
federated union 
whom they never knew: but they were 
pledg ed to obey orders 
as the only 
condition of being allowed a g host of a 
chance to use the faculties 
which God 
had 
g iven them for tha support of 
themselves and loved ones. 
T hese unions, which in their incep­ 
tion may have been a good thing , but 
which have wroug ht much harm in our 
larg er cities, 
having larg ely passed 
under the control of anarchists and 
socialists of a radical sort, are ramify ­ 
ing our country 
and 
disturbing the 
prosperous operations of our smaller 
manufacturing and commercial towns 
One fact is patent. 
How much 
im ­ 
portance may be attached to it in this 
connection 
w e are not prepared to say . 
It is this: 
T he workman in towns un­ 
affected by labor unions are much bet­ 
ter off than in the larg er cities where 
strikes 
are frequent and seeming ly 
without reason. Such trusts should meet 
little encourag ement in Dix on.
